He  can  accomplish  much  more 
work,  a id  can  do  it  with  much  more  ease. 

Medit  ition  is  to  the  spiritual  life  what 
the  wh<  Ic  digestive  machinery  is  to  the 
physical  As  time  is  required  for  digestion 
as  well  t s eating,  so  time  for  spiritual  and 
mental  i ssimilation  is  as  necessary  a*  time 
for  read  ng.

unreasonableness  of  self-invited  guests.

These  visitors  are  not  bad 
peopk\  and  would  lie  welcome  in  the  home 
if  they  would  wait  till  they  are  made 
guests. 

In  these  days  when  nearly  all  Indies  have 
to  do  th*ir  housework,  or  a large  portion 
of  it,  visits  should  lie  short.  Usually  one 
to  two  or  three  days  should  suffice. 
Lenm  the  exquisite  art  of  declining  ad  in- 
vitation to  remain  longer.  You  are  not 
expected  to  do  everything  you  are  asked 
to  do. 

Many  [times  friends  are  invited  to  come 
nnd  spend  a certain  time  which  would  lie 
delightfal  to  both  gutsts  ami  hosts,  but 
the  guests  decide  to  extend  the  visit. 
This  throws  all  the  household  arrange- 
ments but  of  gear.  Preparations  have 
been  made  for  the  time  first  named,  but  a 
prolongation  of  the  stay  throws  things 
into  contusion  and  works  a downright 
hardship  on  the  hostess. 

The  instances  are  very  rare  in  which  a 
guest  is  justifiable  in  prolonging  a visit  he- 
yone  the  time  expected  by  the  ffiostess. 

The  pleasure  arising  from  having  friends 
in  one’s  home  is  indis]x-nsab|e  to  the 
greatest  happiness  and  usefulness ; but  to 
have  friends  in  one's  home  under  circum- 
stances which  destroy  or  mar  this  pleasure 
should  lie  avoided,  fetter  defer  the  visit 
till  the  xvay  opens.

The  College  Question. 

Every  pastor  e«pei  tally , and  every  lay- 
man particularly,  ones  me  his  attention 
for  a few  minutes. 

First : What  is  endowment  ? It  is  money 
to  lx*  loaned  out,  or  safely  invested  other-  _ 
wise,  and  only  the  interest  used.  When 
we  have  a hundred  thousand  dollars,  it 
will  lx-  saiely  loaned  nnd  the  college  will  use 
the  income  in  paying  expenses,  but  will  not 
lx  allowed  to  use  an;  r part  of  the  principal. 

Second  : Who  in  rests  the  money  ? A 
committee  from  the  Board  of  I* rustees,  all 
excellent  Christian  nen,  and  three  of  them 
among  the  wisest  business  men  and  most 
successful  bankers  in  Mississippi.  They 
take  great  pains  to  make  none  hut  abso- 
lutely safe  investments. 

Third : Does  the  college  need  endow- 
ment ?f  Well,  we  h;  ve  about  as  many  stu- 
dents as  we  can  do  justice  by  and  vet  the 
income  will  not  pay  the  incidental  ex- 
jxnses,  keep  the  build^pgs  insured  arid  re- 
paired and  pay  the  faculty.  \ ou  can!  run  a 
female  seminary  without  endowment,  lor 
in  them  there  arc  e:;tra  charges  for  music 
and  other  specialties.  You  can  run  a high 
school  without  endowment,  lxcausc  (1) 
teachers  arc  man  r and  cheap  who  can 
teach  the  Rvanclu  s of  the  high  School, 
hut  in  colleges  you  must  have  costly 
specialists  as  jrofessors,  ami  (2) 

. classes  can  lx  made  large  in  high 
schools  and  a few  1 eachers  can  teach  many 
students,  but  in  co  leges  where  the  higher 
branches  arc  taugl  it  it  takes  a nuriiber  of 
cost lv  teachers  to  teach  a. few  students. 
We  Baptists  could  run  a high  school  with- 
out endowment,  but  not  a college  with 
such  advantages  as  will  be  offered  at  Mill- 
saps  and  our  State  institutions. 

Noy,  we  must  do  one  of  three  things: 
(1)  cut  down  our  [advantages,  (2)  charge 
higher  tuition,  orl  (3)  increase  the  endow- 
ment. 1:  If  we  cut  down  our  advantages 
we  can  expect  not  ring  else  than  that  our 
boys  will  leave  i s and  go  to  the  State 
University  or  the  \.  & M.,  or  to  Millsaps 
> College.  2.  If  w charge  higher  tuition, 
we  will  lx  at  a gr  -at  disadvantage,  for  we 
' already  charge  th  • same  that  our  Metho- 
dist college  charges,  while  there  is  no  tui- 
tion at  the  University  and  the  A.  & M. 
3.  It  ought  to  b<  ■ a joyful  sacrifice  to  the 
denomination  to  increase  the  endowment. 

Fourth:  But  cculd  you  not  reduce  ex- 
penses? Well,  the  president  of  Mississippi 
College  receives  frr  his  services  less  than  the 
president  of  Mills  ips  College,  and  far  less 
than  ^Jie  Chaneell  or  of  the  State  Univer- 
sity and  the  presi  lent  of  the  A.  & M.  His 
services  may  lx  w orth  less,  hut  if  that  is 
true,  Mississippi  College  ought  by  all 
means  to  have  a lew  president.  The  pro- 
fessors in  Missi  isipi  College  receive  the 
same  salary  as  those  at  Millsaps,  ekeept 
that  the  Millsapi  men  always  get  theirs, 
while  sometimes  rurs  falls  short.  The  Uni- 
versity and  the  A.  & M.  pay  their  profes- 
sors far  more  than  we  pay  ours.

'file  recent  visit  of  President  Lowrey  to 
Ha  ticsburg.  and  that  magnificent  eollec- 
tio  i of  $1 ,600  for  college  endowment,  gives 
me  greatjoy  and  reminds  me  of  the  early 
lx*^  innings  of  that  church  and  leads  me  to 
sat  some  things  about  the  wisdom  of  your 
Stt  te  Board  of  Missions  in  occupying  im- 
poi  tant  ccrters  of  influence,  as  they  present 
the  m selves.  Bro.  Lowrey  says,  Rev.  L. 
E.  Tall  did  the  hard  foundation  work  at 
Hu  ttiesburg.  Such  is  true  only  in  part. 
Fit  e years  before  he  became  theii  pastor, 
I w ent  there  as  a missionary  of  the  State 
Bo  ml.  .Not  a lick  had  lx-en  struck,  save, 
an  occasional  sermon  by  some  passing 
brother.  No  organization,  no  house  of 
wc  rship,  no  lot  upon  which  to  build, 
Ba  itist  influence  below  par,  not  much  dis- 
po  ition  to  build,  and  they  worshiped  in  a 
school  house.  Then  there  was  much  sin, 
mt:  L-h  wicked nesS  Saloons,  gambling  hells, 
mu  rder  and  in  fact,  all  other  grades  of  sin. 
inc  dent  to  new  towns.  Nothing  done, 
evt  ryAing  to  lie  done.  The  five  years  I 
wa  s there  as  missionary  of  your  Board, 
cot  nts  lor  much  in  the  history  of  that 
cht  reh:  A lot  was  secured,  a good  house 
of  vorship  built  in  which  the  church  wor- 
shi  Jed  for  many  years.
